Editor of the Journal: 

It appears rather strange that the 

greatest state in the Union New \ ork 

no active Stale association of the 
deal. The Empire State Association 
seems to have died from inactivity, 
although it was once a power for much 
good. Tine, there are about a dozen 
Alumni Associations scattered through- 
out the State; and there is the Capitol 
District Association of the Deaf, with 

headquarters in Albany-Schenectady. 

Obviously there appears to be a lai k 

of cohesion between the various bodies 

ill New York State, although there are 

no lark oi organizations. What is 

greatly lacking is the spirit of mutual 
assistance and helpfulness, That such 
inertia is dangerous goes without say 
ally in times like these when 
the deaf as a (lass seem to be bearing 
the brunt of the depression.

Recently Rev. Mr. Merrill, New 
York State Representative of the 
National Association of the Deaf, 
re|*>rted the case of a deaf head of 
a family in Rochester who was denied 
relief and a food ticket for his family 
on the flimsiest excuse imaginable 1 in 
glad to say the N. A. D. look a hand 
in the matter and has been able in 
obtaining aid for this person. May I 
remind your readers that the N.A.D.'s 
policy is not to "butt into" State 
matters, unless such State has no as- 
sociation of its owai. It's strange that 
the State that boasts of the greatest 
deaf population in the land seems to be 
not enjoying the benefits such as can 
be brought about by CO ordinated ef- 
forts. 

The smaller the office, the more 
snoopy its occupant. 1 am n>ld that 
those in charge of relief bureaus, whose 
sole object is to help unfortunates, 
seem to delight in needlessly torturing 
applicants for positions and relief. 
It's distressing to see how those appli- 
cants are brow-bealen and abused 
mentally. One would think they com 

mitted some heinous crime. Especial 

ly is this noticeable where the deaf are 

concerned. 

It's obvious that when a deaf 
person seeks employment the most fit 

person to Interview him is another 
deaf person, who can understand and 

sympathize. The thing the deaf of 
New York should woik lor is a Stale 
Labor Bureau of Ihe Deal, patterned 
after those at North Carolina and 
Minnesota. Those- bureaus ai 
charge of competent deaf persons 
and are a part of the State I aOOl 
bureau. Needless to say, such 

bureau wields considerable influence, 

especially when hacked by a strong 

Siaie organization. 'Hie very least 

il cm do is to stop discrimination 
against deaf persons. It is my 
personal opinion that the deaf of the 
land should concentrate on Ihe one 
single objective Economic Read- 
justment. Other matters can wail 
until most of the deaf are given a 
square deal. Our country Ixiasts of 
thousands of organizations minority 
groups, each living to gain something 
for its members, from a bonus to an 
advantageous tariff. The deaf of the 
land are a class unto themselves. 
Their problems are distinctive and 
merit Special consideration. And yet 
we do not ask for any special 
favors. All we Want is a square dial. 
Merely Ihe chance lo earn a liveli- 
hood and be self supporting. lliis 
appears lo be denied us. Occupations 
are limited. For some strange rea 
son, insurance companies seem lo be 
Ihe leaders in an effort lo bar deal 
persons from gainful employment. 
Such a state of matters will peisist 
until the deaf of Ihe land band to- 
gether and prove that we are human 
beings and fully competent for the 
world's tasks. 

May I suggest that the deal of the
